CHIEF HORAN ON A TOUR. 


Secretary of Stage Employes’ Al- 
liance Starts After Exam- 
ining Commissioner 
Havill. 


The shakeup of 5 cent theaters proceeded 
with enap and vigor yesterday. The city of 
Chicago, represented by Fire Chief James 
Horan, and union labor, represented by Lee 
M. Hart, general secretary and treasurer of 
the International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employés, carried the torch of inves 
tigation into the purlieus of winking pictures 
and braying gramophones ffom separate 
points of attack. 

Chief Horan kicked open latched exits 
with the toe of his heavy boot and gave 
stentorian advice to managers. ’ 

Mr. Hart, with equal emphasis, began an 
investigation of the Moving Picture Machine 
Operators’ unton, of which William H. Ha- 
vill, head of the new municipal commission 
for the examination of moving picture ma- 
chine operators, is presitent. He said that 
if a statement by Mr. Havill to the effect 
that this union is run for the benefit of the 
5 cent theater m = is serious, he will 
move the revocation of the union’s charter 
on the grounds that the organization is con- 
ducted contrary to trade union principles. 
Mr. Hart wants to know whether Mr. Havil! 
is a trade unionist or a 5 cent theater man- 


ager. 
; Danger of Fire Panics. 
Independently of the matters mentioned, 


| Chief Horan was moved to declare that in at 


least one place—Thalia theater, Eighteenth 
and Allport streets—one more fireman than 
fa required by law will be assigned immedi- 
etely. The chief pointed to the crowds inside 
and outside the place as ocular proof that 
Chicago is amusement mad to such an extent 
that men and women will hazard the itves of 
themselves and their children by crowding 
inte places which, perhaps, technically com- 
ply with city ordinances, but actually are 
. @angerous in case of an alarm of fire or other 
cause of panic. 

The chief criticised the almost universal 
practice of putting seating capacities at 4, 
or 5, or even 1 less than 300 as a plain evasion 
of the law which requires that a fireman be 
stationed in all theaters of capacity or 
more. He examined the b over the en- 
trances which inclose the moving picture | 
machines. Some were protected so thor- 

oughly with zinc and locks that they looked 
like the “ solitary ” cells in state peniten- 


, tharies, and, seemingly, escape of the opera- 


tor would be impossible in the event of an 
explosion of film, although the audience 
would be safe. 


Risk in the Galleries. 


Another danger found existing was where 
theaters were located upstairs, although pro- 
vided with the exits required by law. Some 


ot these places had so many angles and steps, 
. @@pecially in the galleries, that it was risky 


to walk around in them, even while the audi- 
ence was seated. 

In a few places spectators were standing in 
front of exits which were latched. Ina place 
at 549 Halsted street two actors were giving 
an imitation of a strangling scene, which was 
realistic enough to elicit applause from the 
*pectators, composed mainly of tenement 
house dwellers, while the manager played a 
sickly yellow light upon them. 

Take that latch off the door, command- 
ed the chief. 

O., the door ain't latched, returned the 
doortender, with easy confidence. 

“Take off the latch,’ insisted the chief, 
applying his foot to the door without result. 

Then the doortender drew the latch, which 
hed been securely fastened. 

Are you trying to burn up all the fuel in 
Chicago?” asked the chief, looking at the red 
hot stove which stood in the front part of the 
inflammable structure. 

, An attendant mumbled an unintelligible re- 


ply. 


Thinks Performances Degrading. 


The chief looked across the dirty room at 
the stage performance. 

“It is too realistic for me; I don’t want to 
dee any more women choked,” he commented. 
I've never been around to these places be- 
fore. From what I've seen, I believe if we 
could be assured of conscientious manage 
ment of the shows, cleanliness in pictures, 
and hygienic conditions, we might have 
wholesome amusement at a low price for poor 
people. But strangling scenes in a dirty place 
like this are a bad influence in any neighbor- 
hood.“ 

At 151 Halsted street persons were stand- 
ing up. 

Get all these people who haven't seats out 
of here, ordered the chief. 

The management hastened to comply. 

At Bernstein's saloon and concert hall, 147 
Halsted street, the actors were startled 
by the entrance of the chief and stopped their 
* stunts.” 

Is this an icebox?’’ asked the chief, look- 
ing at a substantial zinc contrivance with a 
padlock and strong latch on the door. 

With evident concern, a man in a white 
apron conveyed the information that it was 
intended to protect the moving picture ma- 
chine. 

“It surely is fireproof, and were all the 
theaters to use them there would be no 
danger of fire from exploding films,” com- 
mented the chief, bestowing oredit where 
credit was due. 

One Place Well Ventilated. 


At the Senate theater in Madison street, 
fust east of Halsted, the manager pointed 
with pride to two exhaust fans which kept 
the air pure. He said a health inspector 
had taken samples of air there. He was 
anxious to show that he was complying with 
requirements. Chief Horan said the place 
Was evidence that 5 cent theaters can be 
supplied with pure air if the managers care 


to go to a little expense. 


Next door, a penny arcade was in front of 
® theater which was filled within two or 
three of the limit ot᷑ the ordinance regulating 
the assignment of firemen to theaters. 

At the Iola theater in Milwaukee avenue 


the chief ordered rubbish removed from in 


front of an exit. A menagerie was on ex- 
hibition there and the air in the vicinity of 
the animals was foul.

DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


DIRTY AIR AND COAL BILLS. 

A person does not need to stay in the 
water long in order to get wet; neither is 
it necessary for one to remain in a polluted 
atmosphere long before feeling its bad ef- 
fects. A number of persons soon poison 
the air in a room and make it unfit to 
breathe. 

Air that is laden with dust is always dan- 
gerous. It is known that among those who 
work in dusty occupations there is a high 
death rate from bronchitis, pneumonia, and 
tuberculosis. It is also known that mineral 
dusts dre more injurious to the lungs and 
alr passages than are the vegetable dusts. 
This is why the death rate from diseases 
of the respiratory organs among stone and 
metal workers is so much greater than it 
is among workers in flour mills and grain 
elevators. 

The remedy is perfect ventilation. And 
while it is true that frequent changes of 
air will necessarily afféct the coal bills, this 
should not be measured against diseased 
lungs, befogged brains, and impaired e- 
ciency. In other words, it means both 
health and economy to have plenty of fresh 
air. ;

cans and Romans Were 
One People, Sprung 
from Trojans. _ 


Even Grammar May Be Changed 
in Points as the Result of 
Discovery of Key to 
Old Problem. 


San Francisco; Cal., Dec. 27.—{Special. }— 
Many incidents related in ancient history 
and now regarded as authentic may be re- 
vived as a result of discoveries made by Dr. 
George Hempl, who holds the chair of Ger- 
manic philology at Leland Stanford un- 
versity. Many points in Latin grammar and 
etymology also may be cleared up. 

Dr. Hempi, whose investigations have led 

him to Italy, claims to have discovered a key 
by which the ancient Etruscan inscriptions, 
long the greatest puzzle to archeologists, 
can be read. This key, he adds, shows that 
the and Romans had much the’ 
same language, at least so far as the roots 
of the words were concerned. By charts he 
shows that both languages were derived from 
the Trojan tongue. 
Working further along this line, Dr. Hemp) 
demonstrates thet the Ptruscans and Ro- 
mane, long considered separate and distinct 
peoples, really were of the same race. He 
declares both tribes were the offspring of 
Trojans who fied to Italy following the fall 
of Troy. 


Gives Corroboration to Aneid. 

Dr. Hemp! hopes to prove by further in- 
vestigation that his new discovery gives 
scientific corroboration to Virgil's “‘Aeneid,”’ 
the tale of the wanderings of the defeated 
Trogans from Asia Minor, and their settle- 
ment of the Italian peninsula. To do this. 
however, he must tear down much of 55 
history now recorded. 

Prof. Hempl's proper field of work is ¢ 
manic philology. For many years — 
been engaged in disciphering ancient Ger- 
manic inscriptions written in letter called 
runes. But long ago he was able to prove 
that one group of these inscriptions was 
Burgundian, and thus to furnish information 
as to the great Germanic language of which 
we hitherto knew nothing. 

Prot. Hemp? observed that the oldest runes 
were similar to the letters used in the Venetic 
and Sabellic inscriptions found in Italy. This 
led him last fall to examine those inecrip- 
tions more carefully. The result was that 
he succeeded in reading them, and thus 
brought to Nght two hitherto unknown Italic 
languages similar to Umbrian and Oscan. 
Urged to Study Etruscans. 
When he reported this matter at a meeting 
of the Philological association of the Pacific 
coast at its meeting in San Francisco at 
Thanksgiving time he was urged to try hig 
hand in solving the Etruscan question. 
Dr. Hempl then took up the task which has 
defeated scientists for centuries. In a single 
night Dr. Hempl succeeded in finding a key 
to the mysterious symbols, and to a small 
gathering of members of the Stanford Philo- 
logical association he outlined his discovery 
and told what effect it would have upon the 
scientific world. 
The educators who attended the meeting 
and heard the lecture believe Dr. Hempi's 
discovery is of great importance and far 
reaching in its results. 
Dr. Hempl, by means of charts, proved con- 
clusively that the Roman and Etruscan lan- 
guages were similar in all their important 
features, drawing the conclusion that the 
people sprang from the same race, that of 
the Trojans. Thus the historical truth of 
Virgil's ‘‘ Kneid is demonstrated. 


Tribes Divided Into Two Groups. 

In explaining hig find to the Philologica) 
association, Prof. Hemp! said: 

Ancient Italy was occupied by various. 
peoples, speaking various languages. There 
were Greeks in the south, Celts in the north, 
and the Italic tribes in all parte of the penin- 
sula. The latter fell into two groups—Latin- 
Faliscan was spoken in and near Latium, 
and Oscan-Umbrian was spoken in the large 
part of Italy. 

“ Aside from these were the Etruscans, 
living just north of the Romans; the Veneti 
in the neighborhood of Venice; the people in 
eastern Italy, who spoke what is called old 
Sabellic, and some minor tribes. But the in- 
scriptions left by all these last named peo- 
ples always have baffied the ingenuity of 
scholars. 

By a certain key which I succeeded in 
unearthing, however, it is shown that the 
languages of the Romans and Etruscans were 
alike*in all save the writing. Even the char- 
acters used often were similar and both have 
many marked characteristics of the language 
used by the Trojans.” 

Offspring of Fleeing Trojans. 

On these proofs Dr. Hempl basis his claim 
that the tribes were one race, the offspring 
of the men who were driven from home by 
the Greeks, following the ten years’ war. 

Fifty inscriptions out of a mass of 8,000 
have thus far been deciphered by Dr. Hemp, 
but the translation of these, he says, has 
been enough to show that the history of 
Italy, as written at present, must be greatly 
modified when his work is completed. 

The Etruscans were from 700 to 500 B. C. 
the most powerful and civilized people in 
Italy. They introduced the arts and sciences 
into Italy and were the means of spreading 
civilization all over the northern and western 
world. They left behind them countless 
works of art and engineering and over 8,000 
inscriptions. 

Dr. Jordan, president of Stanford univer- 
sity, said: 

Dr. Hemp! has made a most important 
discovery. The deciphering of these Etrus- 
can inscriptions overturns the popular idea 
that there is no connection between the 
Romans and the Etruscans. Dr. Hempl, 
with his key to the Etruscan inscriptions, 
will make enormous changes in our views 
of the ancient history of Rome and Greece, 


Harmonizes All Past Knowledge. 

Prof. Hempl’s discovery brings every- 
thing into harmony with whet we know of 
the history of the ancient world. When the 
inscriptions are read we may hope for consid- 
erable new light on this subject, but not only 
will the early history of Italy need recasting, 
the fact that Etruscan is so closely related to 
Latin throws a great flood of light upon many 
disputed facts of Latin 222 etymol- 


“To say that this new knowledge will cause 
the rewriting of most books on Lat and 
general Indo-European philology is fully 


within bounds of conservative statement.“

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ATLAS DECLINES TO QUIT JOB 


World Still Wags On, but Prophet 
Flees Over Back Fence. 


DOG FIGHT IN LIEU OF DOOM. 


Saints March Up Hill; One Faints; 
Then March Down Again.

New York, Dec. 27.—[Special.]—The end of 
thd world, which was to have occurred today 
just on the dot at high noon, with the result- 
ant disturbance centered just above or below 
Nyack, wae indefinitely postponed at 12:05 
o'clock because of ‘the unexpected transla- 
tion to another sphere of the prophet who 


projected this day of doom. 

There happened to be a warrant out for the 
arrest of the prophet, Lee J. Spangler of 
York, Pa., as a public nuisance contempo- 
raneously with his announced migration. 

Despite the absence of the prophet, which 
he previously accounted for on the Elijah 
hypothesis, fifteen or twenty women and lit- 
tle girls, dressed all in white, as befitted the 
brides of the Lord, awaited the crack of doom 
in Oak Hill cemetery, high up on the snow 
cumbered slopes of South mountain, back of 
Nyack, at noon today. 


How Prophet Made His Exit. 
There was a dog fight, and one of those 
who had the faith, and almost the weight, to 
move @ mountain, fainted because of the 
steepness of the grade. But that was all. 
Although Spangler had told Mrs. Henrietta 
Murdock, high priestess of the saints who 
gathered in Nyack to await the rolling up of 
the sky as a scroll, some time near midnight 
Friday that the Lord had called him and 
that he was going to go right up to heaven in 
advance of the general cataclysm, the truth 
is he went right out the back door of Mrs. 
Murdock’s house on Lower Main street and 
over the back fence and into @ buggy. 
At a late hour Friday night Mrs. Murdock, 
standing in her nightgown and with a brass 
lamp in her hand, explained how it all was 


to happen. 
San Juan and Revelation. 

Her father, Jesse Abrams, who lay buried 
in Nyack's cemetery, had been a first class 
prophet, said Mrs. Murdock. By his close 
reading of Revelation, he had determined 
that Theodore Roosevelt, who Was reported 
to have ridden up San Juan hill on a white 
horse, was the one spoken of in Revelation 
vi., 2: 

And I saw and beheld a white horse and 
he that sat on him had a bow, and a crown 
was given unto him, and he went forth con- 
quering, and to conquer. 

The seer, Jesse Abrams, had left herasa 
heritage the solution of the riddle he had 
built up. Last August she had seen the ad- 
yertisement of Spangler in 4 religious pa- 
per and had written him. 


Out of the correspondence which resulted 
the two had decided thet Theodore Roosevelt | 
was indeed the heroic figure of the apocalypae 


and that his appearance upon earth signaled 


the time when the sun should become black 
as a sackcloth of hair and the stars should 
fall to earth, even as a fig tree casteth her 
untimely figs. 

What of prophecy Jesse Abrams and Mrs. 
Murdock had lacked the prophet Spangler 
had supplied. The result had been that a 
little over two weeks ago Spangler had come 
to Nyack to prepare the saints, wherever 
they might be found, for the awful thunder 
clap of Dec. 27. 

During the last two weeks meetings were 
held each night. Each day Spangler made a 
house to house canvass of Nyack, leaving his 
prophecy in cold type upon a hand Dill. 


Substance of Spangler’s Forecast. 

Part of Spangler's revelation reads this 
way: : 
1 am Alpha and Omega, the beginning 

and the ending. I am the God which is 

yours; thrust in your sickle and reap, for 
the harvest of the earth isripe. This world 
will come to an end in the winter, in the 
end of the month of December, on Sunday, 
in the year 1908, I command that you come 
to Nyack, N. T. Iam here gathering saints. 

The bridegroom is coming and the bride 

must be ready. If you know any saints, 

bring them along. I do not want any sin- 
ners; I have no use for them. 

This morning, at a little after 6 o'clock, 
Willie Smith, 18 months old, fell all the way 
downstairs just after his mother had dressed 
him completely in white. 

God be praised, a revelation, exclaimed 
Mrs. Murdock, for itis written: Ye shall 
dash thy feet against stone and fall, but the 
Lord will lift ye up.“ 

The motley line of devotees and the rabble 
marched to the cemetery and to the grave 
of Jesse Abrams. Mrs. Murdock announced 
in a loud voice that there remained but one 
hour before the dreadful noon and that the 
saints would unite in silent prayer. 


Dog Fight Stops Silent Prayer. 

All knelt in the snow and prayed. Then 
a bull pup that had strayed up after the 
crowd spied a yellow dog of the unfaithful, 
who sat disrespectfully at the head of 
Abram’'s grave. The bull went after the 
yellow cur. A black mongrel friend of the 
attacked jumped out from between the legs 
of one of the spectators and got hold of the 
hind quarters of the bull. The silent prayer 
ceased to be. 

After the dogs had been kicked out, came 
James Halstead, superintendent of the 
cemetery, and later Chief of Police Burry. 
The saints would have to go before 12 
o'clock, said the superintendent; he could 
not have a disturbance in his cemetery even 
if all the gravee were to open in half an hour.

HOSPITAL FOR AILING FISHES 


Gilded Swimmers Can Be Cured of 
Results of High Living. 


— 


PATIENTS COME OVER 


SEA. 


All Sorts of Finny Ones Doctored and 
Operated Upon. 


New York, Dec. 27.—{Special.J—Cat and 
dog hospitals, even doll hospitals, have been 
familiar to Americans, but it will be news 
to most of them that there is a sanitacium 
for fishes and that patients are sent from as 
far away as France to seek advice and care 
of the specialist who owns the institution. 
Gustav A: Kubler, 813 Ellsmere place, the 
Bronx, is the fish doctor. His well equipped 
hospital for the unfortunate fishes which 
have met accident and the sporty fishes that 
have lived not wisely but too well is in the 
basement of his house. There are accommo- 
dations for 500 patients. At present there are 
110 ailing fishes under his care. 


Anesthctics for Sufferers. 

The pharmacy is well supplied with drugs, 
but their nature and their combination are 
kept secret. Anzsthetics are frequently 
given. This; strangely enough, the fish doc- 
tor finds necessary to dull the shock of the 
operation and also keep the patient quis: 
under the knife. 

The operating table, except in regard to’ 
the size of the dose, does not differ ma- 
terially from that to be found in the more 
ordinary out of hospital. Just above the 
table is an electrical machine capable of 
producing a current of twenty volts. 

Among the patients at present under treat- 
ment are white and yellow perch, American 
gold fish, Japanese gold fish, sunfish, catfish, 
mirror carp, pearl roach, American roach, 
and a sucker. The inmates of the hospital 
are all from fresh water. 

All Diseases Are There. 

The white perch suffer from a cancer of 
the tall and scales, the yellow perch from 
tuberculosis. The catfish has a broken nose, 
mirror carp has an acute attack of indiges- 
tion. ' The pearl roach and his American 
brother have a form of colic. The sucker 
has managed to acquire all the troubles of 
the others and a few of his own. 

A German carp from Heidelberg, whom 
high living had amlicted with eye troubie 
and bladder disease, recently was on the 
operating table for two hours. The pro- 
tracted operation was successful The carp 
now is swimming in the convalescent tank 
and soon will be entirely recovered.

Washington, D. G, Dec. 27.~—Carrying out

The new stations will 
be at or near the greatest centers of acci- 
dents, and it will be the purpose of the ex- 
perts to teach the miners and mine bosses 
how to use the most approved apparatus for 
mine rescue work. 

Government mining engineers, thoroughly 
trained in the use of rescue apparatus, will 
be assigned to these stations and they will 
be ‘ready at a moment's notice to go to any 
disaster im their district. 


Will Wear Oxygen Helmets. 

The experts will be equipped with oxygen 

helmets, which will enable them to enter a 
mine at once, even though it is filled with gas 
or smoke. These stations also will be head- 
quarters of the engineers for the study of the 
waste of coal in mining, one of the important 
problems before the geological survey. 
One of the rescue stations will be at Ur- 
bana, III., in con with the University 
of Illinois. This stati will take care of 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, northern 
Missouri, and western Kentucky. 


Guard for Trinidad Field. 

A second station will be located probably 
at Raton, N. M., to tah care of New Mexico, 
Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, and Montana. 
The largest coal output in New Mexico and 
Colorado comes from the Trinidad fleld, 
which is immediately accessible to Raton. 
A second station is suggested for this dig- 
trict, to be located at Salt Lake City, Utah. 
This station will be central for the several 
Utah fields and will be acceseibie to the Mon- 
tana flelds and also the Washington fields.

Forest Conservation Will Be 
Among the Subjects to Be 
Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Announce- 
ment was made at the White house today of 
a plan for a conference looking toward the 
@nservation of the natural resources of 
North America, to be held at the White house 
on Feb. 16 next. 

Letters suggesting the plan have been ad- 
dressed by President Roosevelt to the gov- 
ernor general and the premier of Canada 
and fo President Diaz of Mexico. They will 
de delivered to the officials in person by 
Gifford Pinchot, chairman of the natione? 
conservation commission. ? 

The proposed conference is the outgrowth 
of the two conservation conferences held in 
Washington, in which the governors of the 


the Canadian government were present and 
expressed their interest in the movement. 


Purposes of the Conference. 


The representatives of thé Canadian and 
Mexican governments will consult with rep- 
resentatives of the state and other depart- 
ments of thie government and with the na- 
tional conservation commission. The main 
objeet of the conference, as announced, will 
be to point out thet natura] resources are not 
limited by the boundary lines whicn separate 
nations, to develop a better knowledge of the 
natural resources of each nation on the part 
of the others, and to invite suggestions for 
concurpent action for the protection of mu- 
tual interests related to conservation.

The Saturday Review uses the presi-

tell how much better conditions are and 
long have been in the united kingdom 
than in the United States. 

For instance, the president asks for the 

supervision of issues of railroad securi- 
ties by the national government. At no 
time has an English, Irish, or Scotch 
railway been able to issue bonds or 
shares without an act of parliament 
which has had to get the approval of the 
private. bill committees of both houses. 
The president asks that power be given 
the railroads to make combinations and 
traffic agreements with the permission of 
the interstate commerce commission. In 
the united kingdom agreement can be 
made for pooling profits or fixing com- 
mon rates with the. consent of the rail- 
way commission, before which any ob- 
jector can appear. 
The president asks for the prohibition 
of child labor, the diminution of woman 
labor, and the shortening of hours of all 
mechanical labor. The Saturday Review 
says his complaints about the treatment 
of wage workers “ are those of Lord Ash- 
ley in 1846.” The British factory and 
workshop acts and numerous other laws, 
notably the employers’ liability acts, have 
gone far to settle the question of “ * 
care of the wage workers.” 

The president wishes corporate finances 
to be supervised so as to make it safer 
for the man of small means to invest 
his money in stocks. The Saturday Re 
view says that British investors are se- 
cured by acts which force corporations 
to lay bare their innermost secrets of 
bookkeeping and surround the position of 
a director with ruinous penalties. Di- 
rectors aré sent to prison in Great Britain 
when their dishonesty has wrecked a com- 
pany. 

The Saturday Review says exultantly 
that it would appear from the presi- 
dent’s message that “the Americans are 
about seventy years behind the effete 
Britishers in the matter of industrial and 
financial organization.” They are behind 
the Britishers in ‘some particujars 
should catch up with them, but the Satur- 
day Review does not take into considera- 
tion the fact that these are to a certain 
extent matters of state legislation, and 
that some states have been much more 
progressive than others. And yet, in spite 
of the inadequacy of American legislation 
as regards taking care of the American 
wage worker, he seems to be a great deal | 
better off than his British brother.

A PUBLIC PARK THAT PAYS. 5

It is a bit astonishing to learn an 
official source that the most famous exten- 
sive and beautiful municipal park in the 
world yields a larger revenue in money to 
the city in which it is located than the cost of 
maintaining it. It cost the city of Paris 
$142,000 to care for the Bois de Boulogne last 
year, and the revenue from the rental of the 
numerous pavilions in the park, where ali 
Paris takes tea and dines in summer, was 
$154,000. The expediency of thus making a 
great public park yield a large net revenue 
from private concessions may be open to 
‘question, but so long as they add to the at- 
tractions of the park they are quite permis- 
sible from the public viewpoint. The par- 
ticularly notable thing about this snowing 
is that the total expense of maintaining this 
beautiful park, which containg 2,250 acres, is 
only $142,000 a year.

But 
subsequent investigation brought to light 
the fact that there were o less than a dozen 
specimens of this pine 8 at Castle- 
wellan, grown from seeds sent to Lord An- 
nesley from northern India and named Picea 
Annesleyana. Castlewellan has, for the last 
quarter of a century, been a place of resort 
for all experts in forestry and in the rearing 
of rare growths, and how useful a citizen and 
a landlord the late Lord Annesley has been 
may be seen by the fact that ever since he 
succeeded to the family honors and estates, 
nearly thirty-four years ago, he has never 
allowed twelve months to pass without plant- 
ing tens of thousands of trees. 

Lord Annesley, who was nearly 80 at the 
time of his death ten days ago, married twice. 
His first wife was the mother of the new earl. 
His second wife, and now his widow, was his 
junior by nearly forty years, and still re- 
mains an extremely beautiful woman. Prior 
to her marriage she was known from one end 
of Ireland to the other as Pretty Priscilla,”’ 
thus bearing the same nickname, the same 
Christian name, andsthe same patronymic of 
Moore, as hisown mother. The now widowed 
countess is tall, with a wonderful wealth of 
brown gold hair, and those violet colored eyes 
which so frequently go with the Irish type of 
beauty. She is an expert yachtswoman, 
never more happy than when cruising on 
board her yacht Sea Bird, is a first rate shot, 
an adept in salmon and trout fishing, an ac- 
compjished musician, singing Irish melodies 
in the most charming fashion to her own ac- 
companiment on the guitar, and, prior to her 
marriage, devoted herself to hospital nursing 
at Dublin, securing a diploma as a trained 
nurse. She has been the principal coöperator 
of Lady Dudley in the latter’s cottage nurs- 
ing scheme, one of the most useful charities

book. Sir Francis Annesley was employed in 
Ireland by James I. as secretary of state and

was created Viscount Valentia and Lord 
Mountnorris. It was the grandson of his 
younger son, Francis, who was created by 
George II.

Sold to a Penn- 
sylvania planter for a term of years, the lad 
fied to the coast, made his way to Jamaica, 
took service on a British man of war before 
the mast, and, on his story's coming to the 
ears of the admiral in command, was not only 
discharged but also furnished with the means 
to prosecute his claims to his father’s title 
and estates. Several unsuccessful attempts 
were made to assassinate him on his return 
to England. But after a trial, lasting fifteen 
days at Dublin, he recovered the estates, 
though curiously enough never took any 
steps to recover his title to the earldom, and 
died without male issue. On account of this, 
the English house of lords declined to permit 
the son and heir of the sixth earl of Anglesey 
to succeed to that dignity, though the Irish 
house of lords allowed his succession to the 
Irish viscounty of Valentia. On the death of 
this Viscount Valentia’s grandson, the vis- 
county of Valentia to a distant kins- 
man, grandfather of the peepee’ viscount.

Second Wullner Concert. 

In Fine Arts music hall yesterday af ter- 
noon Dr. Ludwig Wullner repeated the un- 
usual success he won as a singer of the Ger- 
man lied at his first Chicago appearance a 
week ago. The audience was again emo- 
tiona! in its enthusiasm and the gifted inter- 
preter of song gave full measure in urn 
for the honor done him. 

To stand out as distinctly as does this ast 
ist among the singers of his day requires the 
possession of the artistic temperament to an 
unusual, eveh to an abnormal, degree. His 
is the triumph of the individual artist, as- 
sisted but little by extraneous aids. It ig 
the soul of Wullner Aat sings through the 
songs selected rather than the hearts of the 
composers and poets whose inspired or un- 
inspired messages he molds to his own ends. 

He approaches his audience, unconsciously 
perhaps, as if it were composed of children 
grown tall.“ and he alternately attacks their 
simple imaginations, plays upon their emo- 
tions, or answers their human longings for 
love and sympathy.
